It  is  a  carious  fact  iu  the  history  of  wom¬ 
anly 'development  that  whenever  a  woman 
rises  to  any  unusual  mental  aljtitude  some 
man  ia  sure  to  receive  the  credit  ot  having 
educated,  developed,  or  superintended  her 
talent  or  genius.  The  great  creative  genius 
of  George  Eliot  could  comejbut  from  the  un 
failing  source  of  nil  creative  power,  the 
omnipotent  mind  of  God  himself  ;  yet  the 
world  Is  quite  accustomed  to  the  assurance 
that  Herbert  Spencer  educated  her,  and  that 
George  Henry  Lewes  gave  her  ideas,  and  for 
a  long  period  of  year*  altered  and  modified 
her  genius  to  such  a  degree  that  he  quite 
made  »t  over,  if  he  did  not  crease  it  in  the  be¬ 
ginning. 

As  late  as  1877  Mr  Lsvres  took  the  pain* 
to  write.  In  contradiction  of  (thi«  report : 
•'Mr.  Herbert  Spencer  is  raid  to  have  been 
the  instructor  of  Mrs.  Lewes  and  to  have 
taught  her  languages.  Had  the  writer

C:wt  Iron  was  not  in  commercial  nse  I 
fore  tha  year  1700,  when  Abraham  Darby, 
au  intelligent  mechanic,  who  hod  brought 
some  Dutch  workmen  to  establish  a  brass 
foundry  at  Bristol,  Eng.,  conceived  the  idea 
that  irou  might  be  substituted  for  bra**. 
This  hie  workmen  did  not  succeed  in  effect¬ 
ing,  being  probably  too  much  prejudiced  ia 
favor  at  the  metal  with  which  they  were 
best  acquainted.  A  Welsh  shepherd-hoy 
named  John  Thomas  had,  some  little  time 
previous  to  this,  been  received  by  Abraham 
Darby  Into  hi*  workshop  ou  the  recoin meu- 
dulioif  of  a  distant  relative.  While  looking 
on  daring  the  experiments  of  the  Datcb 
workmen,  he  said  to  Abraham  Darby  that 
ha  thought  he  saw  where  they  bad  naiaaed 
it.
